All 
these years he collected through standing 
orders with book dealers all over the 
world, and other sources, any publications 
that had as much as one sentence or para- 
graph on camellias. He is reputed to have 
the most complete library on camellias in 
existence today. 


Recognizing the many advantages of 
container-grown camellias, Mr. Rubel de- 
veloped a successful method of growing 
them in containers from rooted cuttings 
and has sold container-grown camellias ex- 
clusively. 

He studied topographical maps of the 
U. S. A. and foreign countries to deter- 
mine areas where the soil, water and other 
conditions were or were not favorable to 
the growing of camellias and would not 
sell his camellias in areas not favorable 
except in a few instances where the cus- 
tomer would make special preparations to 
give them the extra attention and care 
needed in those places. 


He has an alarm system all around his 
place and built his home far enough back

from the road so when the alarm rang he 
would have time to come to the front of 
the house to meet anyone when they 
reached the house. 


Occupants of cars with Alabama license 
plates were informed in a usually pleasant 
manner, he did not welcome or sell to Ala- 
bama people. 


Out-of-state people would be welcomed 
and given a real entertaining visit. 


Mr. Rubel was a charter member of the 
Mobile Kiwanis Club in 1919. Cliff Harris 
joined Kiwanis in 1939, the same year the 
Mobile Men’s Camellia Club was organized 
in which Harris was a charter member, 
knowing very little about camellias. 


Harris understood that Rubel knew 
camellias so he sought his friendship. He 
visited Rubel the third time before he was 
allowed or asked to get out of his car. 
After that Rubel welcomed Harris’ visits 
and allowed him to display camellias from 
Longview at the annual Men’s Camellia 
Club show with the understanding that he 
would not let anyone know where the 
blooms came from, but before he allowed 
him to do so he required Harris to pur- 
chase a minor interest in the business so 
he would be telling the truth when he ex- 
hibited them under his name. 


Many years ago Rubel developed a cul- 
ture which makes it possible to ship bare 
root camellias so treated with great suc- 
cess. He has shipped bare root camellias to 
China and Hilo, Hawaii which were in 
transit for more than a month without the 
loss of a plant. 

The Longview story is tremendous but 
for lack of space we will sum up the logic 
behind the part we have told you. 

The several reasons for Mr. Rubel not 
selling or allowing Alabama people to visit 
Longview Nursery was as simple as this:

First, camellias are so easy to grow in the 
field in this area he could not compete in 
price with his container-grown camellias 
here, but in the north and areas where 
field-grown camellias take several years to 
become established after digging, if they 
live at all, he was able to sell at good 
prices, all container-grown camellias he 
could produce. 

If a scion or cutting of a new camellia 
gets out and someone else propagates it be- 
fore patents are applied for then it is not 
patentable. So, Mr. Rubel protected his 
new varieties and had more time to de- 
velop them by not having local people take 
up his time. 

By having these protected patentable 
new varieties when Mr. Rubel reached the 
age he did not feel able to continue the 
responsibility of operating his business, he 
received much more for it on account of 
the patentable new varieties. Mr. Rubel is 
still associated with us and the plants he 
loves at Longview as consultant. 


It was Cliff Harris’ faith in his and Mr. 
Rubel’s judgment that these new varieties 
had great possibilities which is being borne 
out by the local, national and international 
interest and acceptance of the new varie- 
ties we have shown. 


Many of our new varieties not released 
or shown first bloomed years ago. 


The “Walter D. Bellingrath”’ and ‘Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth II” seed were 
planted in 1932. The Walter D. Bellingrath 
first bloomed in 1948 and the Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth II in 1943 which has given 
more than ample time to determine if they 
are meritorious. 


We have discarded many beautiful new’ 
camellias because the growing habits were 
not the most desirable.

Our 
packing and shipping methods are one of 
our great achievements. 

Container-grown camellias shipped any 
month of the year, field grown camellias, 
balled and burlapped or bare root camel- 
lias treated with special Longview root cul- 
ture shipped or delivered in season, while 
plants are dormant, usually October thru 
March. 

NOTE: We have listed many varieties 
under the several names by which they are 
known to help you avoid buying varieties 
you already have under another name. 

It is common knowledge there is con- 
fusion in the names of Camelila Japonicas. 
Although it is well known in the trade 
who introduced most varieties, they are 
listed in many instances by some, under 
entirely different names. Until Cliff Harris 
instituted new policies at Longview Nur- 
sery all varieties were sold under lot num- 
bers. All varieties are now listed under 


authentic names, as near aS we can de- 
termine, otherwise we list them under the 
name which they are most generally 
known. In.some instances the lot number 
given by Longview is the only name by 
which a variety is known, such as our Lot 
59, one of our very fine varieties which is 
the parent plant of Dr. S. Peter Nyce, of 
Boston. His original parent plant was 
bought from Longview many years ago. It 
is widely known as Longview Lot 59. Our 
Lot 34-B is equally as popular and sought 
after. 

Some of our new seedling introductions 
such as Roosevelt Blues are being listed 
under other names. For this and other 
good reasons we are patenting some of 
our best seedlings. 

We carry on an extensive seedling pro- 
gram which is expensive when you con- 
sider that only about one really outstand- 
ing variety is obtained from possibly 5,000 
to 10,000 seedlings. Usually it is from four 
to fifteen years before seedlings first 
bloom. They must be carefully watched 
and cared for until they bloom and if they 


show promise of being outstanding they 
are especially watched and tested, to prove 
their worthiness. It requires much experi- 
menting, cross pollination and other treat- 
ments to produce unusual desirable new 
varieties, etc.

that of occupying much less space per 
plant than field grown Camellias the same 
age. Many top show exhibitors and florists 
who grow and sell cut flowers as corsages, 
require Camellias actually grown in con- 
tainers. 


Growing Camellias is much like raising 
dogs. We use that example because it is 
well known that until a puppy reaches a 
certain age or stage of maturity its chance 
of survival is much less than after that 
age. The greatest amount of care is re- 
quired during the first year of a dog’s life. 
After that age they usually do not need 
much special care and are not subject to 
many diseases if properly cared for, during 
their early growing period. A dog or other 
animal will continue to grow at a much 
slower rate after maturity. The same is 
true of Camellias. 


Camellias are hardwood plants, naturally 
slow growing. They can be forced to grow 
faster but do not reach their maturity with 
as much stamina as when not forced too 
much. They do not bloom as early or as 
well and are much less able to withstand

changes in the weather or transplanting 
than are slower, properly grown plants. 

The word “nursery” implies special care, 
which is necessary, until the plant has 
reached maturity. Then it should be ready 
to produce luxurious flowers and continue 
to do so through many years without much 
special care. While the plants are young, 
if grown in containers, they should be 
shifted often to slightly larger containers, 
until they reach maturity. After that they 
do not have to be shifted often and ac- 
tually bloom sooner and continue to pro- 
duce finer blooms if kept slightly root 
bound. 

Field grown Camellias grow faster with 
less care than properly grown container 
Camellias, making it possible to furnish 
you much larger field grown Camellias for 
less money than container grown plants of 
the same age. The fact is that container 
grown plants bloom at a younger age and 
produce more and finer blooms. Although 
the Camellia plant is one of the most beau- 
tiful evergreens, the primary purpose in 
growing them is for their regal blooms 
and not for vegetative growth.

Where To Plant 


Azaleas and Camellias thrive best in acid soil. A 
Ph of 5 to 6 is best for both. 


Camellias can be grown in full sun, but the best 
exposure is filtered shade, such as trees, lath houses, 
etc. When planting a Camellia in full sun, it should 
be done in the early winter months in order to allow 
the plant to become established before the summer 
heat. 


How To Plant 


Dig a hole at least twice as deep and twice as big 
around as the size of the container or ball of the plant. 
Add 1-3 peat moss or leaf mold to soil taken from hole 
and mix thoroughly. If soil is heavy, such as clay, 
use at least 50 per cent peat moss or leaf mold. Fill 
the hole with sufficient amount of mixed soil so that 
after firming, the top of the plant ball will set at least 
one inch above the surrounding area. NEVER PLANT 
TOO DEEP. After setting plant in hole, fill with 
mixed soil and pack firmly. Make a basin around the 
plant from the surplus soil and give it a thorough 
watering. Place a two inch thick mulch of pine 
needles or leaves around the plant. 


Watering 


Do not allow plants to dry out at the roots, and 
even more important, never keep the soil soggy wet. 
Either condition can cause buds to drop and eventual 
loss of the plant. Always bear in mind that a Camel- 
lia or Azalea likes to be kept reasonably moist, but 
also requires good drainage. 


Fertilizing 


Camellias should be fertilized during the spring and 
summer prior to and while they are actively growing, 
beginning in March and not later than August. Three 
feedings in this period are sufficient, spaced 30 days 
apart. Any of the better known acid fertilizers may 
be used, making sure it provides a balanced meal for 
the plant of Nitrogen, Phosphate and Potash. It is 
good practice to use a 0-10-10 or 0-14-14 fertilizer in 
the fall for hardening off the plants and maturing the 
buds, ete. For amount. to use, follow directions on 
package. NEVER OVER-FERTILIZE.

Shifting Container Camellias 


If you grow your Camellias in containers as many 
of our customers do, there will come a time when 
shifting them to a large container becomes necessary. 
Shifting should be done immediately after the plant 
has finished blooming and before new growth starts. 
A lightweight compo should be used having a gener- 
ous portion of sharp sand mixed with it to provide 
proper aeration and drainage. An excess of “pot- 
room” is not beneficial to the plant so it is important 
to shift to a new container only slightly larger than 
the old one. 


It is essential to pack the new soil tight against 
the original ball of roots, with a square end stick, 
working the soil down around the roots firmly to 
prevent voids, open pockets or air spaces between the 
roots and sides of the pot. Always place a piece of 
broken pot over the drainage hole so that it will not 
become clogged. Write for specific or more complete 
cultural information.
